1. (Currently amended) A unitary, stackable fence module 

comprising: 

two end support s being spaced apart for formino an inside 
therebetween , each end support having a substantially vertical member 
connected at a lower end to a first end of a horizontal membe r the vertical and 
horizontal members being in the same plane, and an angle arm connected 
between an inside of the upper end of the substantially vertical member and an 
inside of a second end of the horizontal membe r, tho vortica l a nd horizonta l 
m e mb e rs b ei ng in th e sam e plan e; and 

a plurality of span members connected between the angle arm of 
each end support? for spacing the end supports of the fence module apart, 

wherei n when the angl e arm f ence module is attach e d to an insid e 
sido edg e of each of the substantially vertical and horizonta l memb e r 
adiac e n t oriented for support on the span members to p e rmit stacking of two or 
more un i tafy f e nc e modul e s, e ach subsequent module nosted w i th j n -a n a djac e nt 
l owor modul e of th e two or mofo un i tary fonco modules for storage or transport, 
the span members and angle arms of e ach successiv e modul e fitting betw ee n 
th e horizonta l and sub s tantially v e rtica l m e mb e rs of a pr e vious modul e l ike fence 
module are stackable in a-nested arrangemen t inside and between the end 
supports of the fence module . 
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2. (Currently amended) The unitary, stackable fence module of 
claim 1 further comprising a spacer positioned between the angle arm and the 
inside side edge of the vertical and horizontal members for providing additional 
tolerance b e tw e en each modu le for stacking like modules in the nested 
arrangement. 

3. (Currently amended) The unitary, stackable fence module of 
claim 1 wherein the two end supports f urther oomprisin g comprise a first end 
support and a second end support, each of the first and second end assemblies 
having a tt a chm e nt means for pivotal attachment a ttached to the vertical member 
to permit pivotal attachment to a subcoquont like fence module, 

wherein the attachment means for pivotal attachment on the 
second end support of a first modul e co-operate with the attachm e nt means for 
pivotal attachment on the first end support of the subsaquerrt like fence module; 
and 

j the first modul e and subs e qu e nt modul e like modules are rotatable 

about the pivotal attachment for forming a corner. 
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4. (Currently amended) The unitary, stackable fence module of 
claim 3 wherein the means for pivotal attachment comprises a pin and : 

loops arranged along each vertical member so as to permit vertical 
alignment of the loops between the s e cond end of tho first Hke fence 
ffioda temodules: and th e first ond of th o subsequent f e nc e modulo to p e rmit 
passage of tho pin ther e through, 

a pin for passage through the loops. 

5. (Currently amended) The unitary, stackable fence module of 
claim 4 wherein the pin is of sufficient length to engage toea ground at the lower 
ends of the attach e d - v ertical members. 

6. (Currently amended) The unitary, stackable fence module of 
J claim 1 wherein the end swpe rtsupports and the span members are formed of 

tubular steel. 

7. (Original) The unitary, stackable fence module of claim 1 
further comprising a man door formed intermediate the span members for 
permitting access. 

8. Currently cancelled 
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9. (Currently amended) A modular fence system for forming a 
polygonal enclosure comprising: 

three or more stackable fence modules, each fence module 

comprising 

two end supports, each end support having a substantially 
vertical member connected at a lower end to a first end of a unitary 
horizontal member, the vertical and horizontal members being in the same 
plane and 

an angle arm connected between an upper end of the 
substantially vertical member and a second end of the horizontal member; 
and a plurality of span members connected between the angle arm of 
each end support, spacing the end supports apart, wherein, the angle arm 
is attached to an inside side edge of each of the substantially vertical and 
horizontal member adjacent the span members to permit stacking of the 
two or more unitary fence modules, each subs e au e nt like module nested 
within an adjacent teweflike module of the two or more unitary fence 
[ modules for storage or transport, the angle arms of each suco ess iv elike 

module fitting between the horizontal and substantially vertical members 
of a previous like module in a nested arrangement; and 

means for pivotal attachment, connected tebetween each of the two 
end supports of each of the three or more fence modules, for pivotally connecting 
each of the three or more fence modules to an adjacent fence module for forming 
the perimeter fence. 
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10. (Currently amended) The modular fence system as 
described in claim 9 wherein the means for pivotal attachment on the-a_second 
end support of a first fence module co-operates with the means for pivotal 
attachment on the-afirst end support of a subsoquont like fence module; and 

the first fence module and subseou e nt like fence module are 
rotatable about the means for p ivotal attachment meare-for forming a corner. 

1 1 . (Currently amended) The unitary, stackable fence module of 
claim 9 wherein the means for pivotal attachment comprises q pin and , loops 
arranged along each vertical member co ao to p e rmit v e rtic al a lignm e nt of the 
loops b e tw ee n th e -first and s econd end supports, the loops of the first f e nc e 
modul e a n d tha first e nd e fsupport being spaced to cooperate with the loops on 
the subse qu e nt f e nc e modul e to permit passag e of tho pin thorothrouqh. second 
end support so as to permit vertical alignment of the loops between like fence 
modules: and 

further comprising a pin for passing through the vertically aligned 
loops, the like modules being pivoted about the pin.

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13. (Currently amended) A modular fence system for forming a 
polygonal perimeter fence comprising: 

three or more stackable fence modules, each module comprising 
two end supports, each end support having a substantially vertical member 
connected at a lower end to a first end of a horizontal member, the vertical and 
horizontal members being in the same plane and an angle arm connected 
between an upper end of the substantially vertical member and a second end of 
the horizontal member; and a plurality of span members connected between the 
angle arm of each end support, spacing the end supports apart, wherein, the 
angle arm is attached to an inside side edge of each of the substantially vertical 
and horizontal member adjacent the span members to permit nested stacking of 
two or more unitary fence assemblies for storage or transport, the angle arms of 
each s ucc es siv e module fitting between the horizontal and substantially vertical 
members of a previous module in a nested arrangement; and 

a pivotal attachment, connected to each of the two end supports of 
each of the three or more fence modules, for pivotally connecting each of the 
three or more fence modules to an adjacent fence module for forming the 
perimeter fence, the pivotal attachment further comprising a pin and loops 
arranged along each vertical member so as to permit vertical alignment of the 
loops between the second end of tftea first fence module and the first end of thea 
subsequent fence module to permit passage of the pin therethrough, the pin 
| being of sufficient length to engage thea ground at the lower ends of the attached 
vertical members. 
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14. (Previously presented) The modular fence system of claim 
13 wherein at least one of the fence modules further comprises a man door 
formed intermediate the span members for permitting access. 

15. (New) A plurality of like unitary, stackable fence modules, 
wherein each module comprises: 

two end supports being spaced apart for forming an inside 
therebetween, each end support having a substantially vertical member 
connected at a lower end to a first end of a horizontal member, the vertical and 
horizontal members being in the same plane, and an angle arm connected 
between an inside of the upper end of the substantially vertical member and an 
inside of a second end of the horizontal member; and 

a plurality of span members connected between the angle arm of 
each end support for spacing the end supports of the fence module apart, 
wherein, when plurality of like fence modules are oriented for support on the 
span members for storage or transport, the angle arms and span members of 
each like module fit inside between the horizontal and substantially vertical 
members of a like fence module in a vertical nested arrangement. 

16. (New) The unitary, stackable fence module of claim 15 
further comprising a spacer positioned between the angle arm and the inside 
side edge of the vertical and horizontal members for providing additional 
tolerance for stacking like modules in the nested arrangement. 
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17. (New) The unitary, stackable fence module of claim 1 
wherein the end support and the span members are formed of tubular steel. 



18. (New) The unitary, stackable fence module of claim 1 further 
comprising a man door formed intermediate the span members for permitting 
access. 
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
